9  F.R.  4321,  4319)  and  80-1  (8  F.R. 
12963;  9  F.R.  4321,  4319)  are  hereby  ter- 
minated.

12:01  a.  m.,  e.  w.  t.,  August  11,  1944. 
With  respect  to  violations,  rights  ac- 
crued, liabilities  incurred,  or  appeals 
taken  under  the  aforesaid  orders,  re- 
spectively, prior  to  the  effective  time 
hereof,  all  provisions  of  such  orders  in 
effect  prior  to  the  effective  time  hereof 
shall  continue  in  full  force  and  effect 
for  the  purpose  of  sustaining  any  action, 
suit,  or  other  proceeding  with  respect  to  t- 


any  such  violation,  right,  liability,  or 
appeal.

War  Food  Administration, 
Summary  to  WFO  80  and  80-1. 

Estimating  a  total  grape  production  of 
164,800  tons  in  five  major  Concord  grape 
producing  areas  this  year  as  compared 
with  129,800  tons  produced  in  1943,  the 
War  Food  Administration  today  an- 
nounced the  termination  of  War  Food 
Order  80,  as  amended,  which  restricted 
the  sale  of  Concord-type  grapes  for  fresh 
consumption  in  those  areas  and  required 
processors  to  set  aside  all  processed  Con- 
cord grapes  for  allocation. 


This  action,  effective  August  11,  also 
terminates  War  Food  Order  80-1,  which 
was  issued  by  WFA's  Director  of  Distri- 
bution pursuant  to  WFO  80,  as  amended. 
WFO  80-1  provided  the  allocation  of 
processed  Concord  grapes  which  were  set 
aside  under  WFO  80,  as  amended. 

WFO  80,  as  amended,  restricted  the 
sale  of  Concord-type  grapes  for  fresh 
consumption  in  the  five  heavy  producing 
areas  to  assure  the  availability  of  sup- 
plies of  processed  grapes  for  the  manu- 
facture of  increased  quantities  of  jams, 
jellies,  and  fruit  butters.    The  restricted 


areas  were  designated  counties  in  New 
York,  Pennsylvania,  Ohio,  Michigan,  and 
Washington. 

WFA  officials  stated  that  the  Order  has 
effectively  accomplished  the  purpose  for 
which  it  was  issued  in  that  adequate  sup- 
plies of  processed  Concord  grapes  were 
made  available  from  the  1943  crop  for 
the  desired  production  of  jam,  jelly,  and 
fruit  butter,  and,  in  view  of  the  indicated 
increased  production  of  Concord-type 
grapes  this  year,  the  provisions  of  the 
Order  are  no  longer  necessary. 
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
